after a tense confrontation. Officers 
said the weapon was loaded 
Hendrix who lives in a rural home on 
Sweeney Road, had been sought since 
9:55 a.m. Friday when he reportedly 
bolted from the office of his probation 
officer, Gene Hutton, in the county 
building. 
The original report was merely, a 
BOL, Be on the Lookout directive. That 
was changed later when the youth was 
reported armed with a firearm. 
Close on the heels of the BOL, the 
radio in the police department on South 
D Street crackled with the message: 
Officer needs assistance now. The

Heidt’s message brought all available

At first the Pentagon set the toll at one 
dead and 13 missing, but Sunday Defense 
Secretary James R. Schlesinger said it 
appeared five Americans had been 
killed.

Reporters asked Nessen why it was 
taking so long to get a casualty list, in 
light of the quick and precise body 
counts available during the Vietnam

"The President wants those figures as 
much as you do and has indicated such,’ 
he said "He is somewhat puzzled about 
the length of time it has taken.”

He said a message was given by the 
State Department to a Chinese diplomat

San Pedro, Calif, won the 
1974 title of the nation’s busiest 
fishing port followed by five 
small Louisiana towns on the 
Gulf of Mexico. 
In 1974, Americans consumed 
an average 12 pounds of fish 
products, slightly above the 
11.9 pound average of the past 
five years, but below the 1973 
record high of 12.7 pounds. 
Seafood imports in 1974 hit a 
record value of $1.69 billion, up 
7 per cent from a year earlier. 
But the value of products 
landed 
at 
U.S. 
ports 
by 
American fishermen dropped 
about 1 per cent from 1973 to 
$896.5 million. The 1974 volume, 
at 4.9 billion pounds, was up 4 
per cent from a year ago. The 
monetary value was lower 
because of falling prices for 
many fish and byproducts, the 
report said.

Atheist Madalyn O'Hair 
charges government spying 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - For 
more than a decade, atheist 
Madalyn Murray O’Hair says, 
the FBI and Secret Service 
have 
been 
spying on her 
crusade to remove governmen­ 
tal 
support 
for 
organized 
religion. 
Since May 12, 1964 —a year 
after she won a landmark 
Supreme Court ruling banning 
compulsory prayer in public 
schools —Mrs. O’Hair said, the 
two federal agencies have kept 
her under surveillance. 
She showed UPI copies of 
documents, obtained from an 
associate of columnist Jack 
Anderson, indicating the FBI 
and Secret Service kept track 
of her actions and movements. 
Some 
of 
the 
surveillance 
information came from her 
husband,she said 
“ What am I doing that they 
need to have a file on me?” she 
said Sunday. “ I sure as hell 
think the people of the United 
States need to know this is 
going on.” 
A spokesman for Anderson 


said in Washington the colum­ 
nist has secured FBI files on 
several persons and has been 
furnishing copies to the sub­ 
jects if they request. 


Mrs. O'Hair said her husband 
had been an FBI agent “ for 20 
years” 
and that the files 
included 
some 
information 
which he gave to the Austin 
police department. 


O’Hair was not available for 
comment. In Washington, an 
FBI spokesman said the FBI 
had never employed O’Hair in 
any capacity, but refused to 
confirm or deny that Mrs. 
O’Hair had been under surveil­ 
lance. 


“ We wouldn’t comment on it 
and wouldn’t want that con­ 
strued as the idea that we do or 
do not have anything on her,” 
he said.

LISBON (U PI) - The armed 
forces ordered a nationwide 
manhunt today for plotters 
allegedly involved in a right- 
wing conspiracy to overthrow 
P o rtu g a l’s 
left-wing 
government. 
A government communique 
said Portuguese troops have 
arrested more than 20 soldiers 
and civilians in connection with 
the alleged plot. 
The search came as the 
ruling 
Armed 
Forces 
Movem ent opened a con­ 
troversial meeting to discuss 
plans 
for 
a 
revolutionary 
tribunal to try political cases 
Military sources predicted 
the meeting would pit extreme 
leftist officers dominating the 
government against moderates 
opposed to increased commu­ 
nist influence. 
The government-run national 
radio said Sunday a left-wing 
artillery unit discovered a 
“ vast fascist organization with 
links to determined foreign 
agencies and restricted cells in 
some military units ” 


“ We are in contact with other 
colleagues in units all over the 
country and they are keeping 
vigilance,” hourly radio broad­ 
casts said. “ We appeal to all 
people to keep vigilance and 
help 
discover 
more 
reac­ 
tionaries.” 


Posters plastered throughout 
Lisbon said a leader of the 
conservative 
Social 
Democratic Center party and a 
Supreme Court judge were 
among the suspects. 


About 
150 
left-wing 
demonstrators marched on the 
American embassy Sunday, 
calling for the expulsion of U.S. 
Ambassador Frank Carlucci 
and 
an 
unnamed 
Central 
Intelligence Agency agent 


The protesters painted a red 
swastika on the embassy wall 
and pasted up posters demand­ 
ing the arrest of two moderate 
army officers in suburban 
units. 
Witnesses reported unusual 
military activity on the out­ 


skirts of the capital, but an 
official 
spokesman refused 
comment on reports the armed 
forces were on full alert 


The military government, 
which reported putting down a 
right-wing coup attempt last 
March, has moved steadily left 
since coming to power a year

The shift of power from the executive 
to the legislative branch of government 
has come with a terrible swiftness, 
reeling to the mind. It is yet another 
historical irony because, although it has 
been 
American 
conservatives 
who 
have 
railed 
against 
executive 
supremacy, it is American liberals who 
are benefiting from the ascendancy of 
the legislative branch 


We all know how it 
happened It was not 
the 
result 
of 
an 
orderly rethinking of 
government 
arrangem ents 
It 
didn’t 
come 
after 
three years study by 
a 
h uge 
H o o v er 
Commission, or even 
from the deliberations 
of Mr Hutchins' zoo 
out in Santa Barbara 
It happened because 
of Watergate and the 
peculiar leverages one 
e v e n t 
had 
upon 
another. 


It is yet to be established that the 
domino principle will change the politics 
of Asia. But it is certainly established 
that the domino principle has changed 
the politics of America. 


It 
began 
with 
the 
fear of 
the 
omnipotent president on foreign affairs. 
The revolt in Congress was in reaction 
to the uses made by Lyndon Johnson of 
the Gulf of Tonkin Resolution passed in 
1965 
Before 
that. 
Republicans 
in 
particular 
had 
criticized 
executive 
arrogance in foreign affairs Indeed, if 
the standards brought against Mr 
Nixon's conduct of foreign affairs had 
been used against Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt. I do believe the gentleman 
would have been not only impeached, 
but hanged 


Then, with the general disgust that 
followed Mr. Nixon’s resignation, the 
voters stayed home in droves, and those 
who went to the polls voted substantially 
for a young set of legislators who went 
to Washington quite determined to 
dominate not only foreign policy, but to 
run the domestic plant as well 
It 
happened that this set of legislators 
were of a progressive inclination: 
opposed to any of the ideas loosely 
associated with the memory of Mr 
Nixon 
Accordingly, 
they came 
to 
Washington and began doing what 
everybody likes most to do: spend other 
people's money. 


Early on. in a show of power against 
the Democratic leadership, which has 
alwavs believed in deficit financing but 
stops this side of the Weimar Republic 
level, they established rule by caucus 
This is now called King Caucus, and it 
tends to work as follows: The majority 
party 
caucuses, 
and 
reaches 
a 
conclusion 
concerning 
a 
particular 
issue The minority is considered bound 
by the wishes of the majority, even as in 
a parliamentary democracy in Europe 
So that when they appear on the floor of. 
say. the House of Representatives, the 
Democrats vote like the Rockettes, and 
huge majorities sanction the populist 
policies voted by the majority of the 
caucus. 


It is always a little risky to play this 
game, but it is fair to play it just the 
same Applied to the present situation, 
it is possible to say that Congress is 
being run by a set of legislators who 
received the vote of about 20 per cent of 
the American people That’s how many, 
in the election of 1974, rolled up the 
Democratic landslide. 


Now. conservative complaints against 
executive 
arrogance 
w ere 
not 
overstated The best single treatment of 
the subject is in James Burnham's book. 
Congress and the American Tradition, 
published nearly 20 years ago 


But legislative supremacy suggests 
legislative 
responsibility. Otherwise, 
what you have is legislative tyranny. In 
the 
situation 
as 
it 
is developing, 
Congressmen 
appear 
to 
be 
voting 
without any regard for any fixed 
principle whatever. This is not, to be 
sure, a good season for collegiate 
principles The idea that everybody’s 
individual conscience ought to be the 
only 
guide 
is 
enshrined 
in 
the 
intellectual 
successes 
of 
Daniel 
Ellsberg and the Berrigan Brothers. 


C ongress 
proceeds 
on 
tw in 
assumptions The first is that every 
Congressman is entitled not only to 
know all the nation's secrets but. in fact, 
to use his own judgment on whether to 
share them with the Associated Press. 
The other assumption is that it is an act 
of bourgeois restraint to spend less 
money than is required to achieve 
whatever philanthropic purpose any 
legislator has in mind 


The natural answer to an irresponsible 
Congress is — a responsible Congress. It 
is Congress itself that should curb the 
excesses of King Caucus. Otherwise, it 
requires 
the 
reestablishment 
of 
a 
dom inant 
executive. 
There 
are 
conservative theorists who reason that 
only a strong executive can summon the 
public power to contest an irresponsible 
Congress 
backed 
by 
the 
huge 
bureaucracy it feeds. We need at this 
moment, above all, expressions from 
responsible Democrats in the House and 
in the Senate deploring the jacobmical 
excesses of some of their colleagues. 
These Democrats need, in turn, support 
from sober members of the progressive 
establishment. Because mature men 
know that, in the end, nothing is 
a c h i e v e d 
by 
C o n g r e s s i o n a l 
irresponsibility 
except 
the 
loss of 
freedom and stability.

several 
inaccurate statements made in your 
recent editorial “Teacher Salaries” for 
the benefit of the taxpayer who should 
be presented with both sides of the issue. 
The Certificated Employee s Council, 
who negotiate for the teachers in the 
district, did not originally ask for a 26 
per cent salary increase. This figure has 
been admittedly miscalculated by the 
School District and should be retracted 
by them 
Automatic salary step increases are 
received by many teachers; however, 
more than 200 teachers (over 37 per 
cent) do not receive these increases 
because they are at the end of the salary 
schedule 
It has been learned that the reference 
, to the “militancy of the organized 
teacher” refers to the demonstrations 
t h a t 
h a v e 
o c c u r r e d . 
T h e s e 
demonstrations were not militant in any 
way, 
but were very peaceful and 
friendly. In view of the cost-of-living 
increases in the past year, there is 
absolutely no need for teachers to 
apologize or feel guilty for requesting 
an adequate salary and fringe benefit 
increase. However, the main thrust of 
the demonstrations was to stress, as 
evidenced by the placards, the need for 
music and art teachers in the early 
grades; 
more 
librarians 
so 
that 
elementary libraries can be used daily; 
counselors in the elementary schools; 
lower class sizes so that teaching can be 
more individualized in reading and 
math; 
a hot lunch program; 
and 
adequate medical and dental care for 
teachers and their families. These items 
have been vital teacher concerns for 
several years. Even though the CEC 
package has been in the hands of the 
district since early January, these items 
have not been touched upon in this 
year’s negotiations. 
The most difficult item to stomach 
was the scare tactics used in the 
projection of gigantic tax rate increases 
while at the same time the district is 
estimating an ending reserve balance of 
over 3.2 million dollars. This balance is 
almost 25 per cent of the budget — most 
districts consider a reserve of 5 per cent 
to be sufficient. 
In summary, it is unfortunate that the 
editorial was written with so many of 
the 
important 
statements 
of 
fact 
distorted. This did 
not present a 
realistic picture of teachers as a group 
or of the actual financial situation in the 
district.

teaching 
profession. I am quite used to reading 
the annual slap in the face from your 
editorial section at salary negotiation 
time But this time I would like to make 
a rebuttal to a few of your comments. 
The so-called 26 per cent wage 
increase originally asked for was in fact 
closer to 20 per cent and represented 
monies that would have been necessary 
to put our salaries in line with the 
increased cost of living costs of the past 
five years True, we have received pay 
raises in each of those years, but not one 
of them matched the increase in the cost 
t of living for any of those years. 
Moreover the latest amount being asked 
for is around 11 per cent, which will 
hardly even match the inflation of the 
past year. 
You are right when you state we 
“cannot be satisfied with automatic 
salary step increases each year,” when 
certain teachers on the bottom rung erf 
the pay schedule qualify for food stamps 
because their wages are so low. Also 
teachers 
with 
10 
years 
or 
more 


experience do not receive any further 
pay raises based on longevity, because 
they have topped out on the pay ladder. 
Every year at this time the district 
juggles its spending estimates for the 
coming year and makes dire predictions 
about deficit spending. Yet every year 
ends with a large surplus of several 
millions of dollars. The current school 
tax rate is the lowest in the county and 
has been for many years. 
You also stated that an average 
teacher earns over $15,000 dollars per 
year Then I must be a good example of 
your 
average 
teacher. 
I 
have 
a 
credential which required five years of 
college plus a masters degree and over 
75 units past the bachelors degree. Very 
few professional engineers or even 
dentists are required to take as much 
course work as I have taken, yet they 
probably have much greater earnings. 
Several diesel mechanics who work for 
JM earned over $16,000 last year plus 
generous fringe benefits This year with 
guaranteed cost of living increases 
written into their contracts, they should 
receive even more. 
You further stated, “ working only 175 
days per year, this amonuts to a rather 
decent salary.” Teachers receive no 
overtime pay, yet many of us spend up 
to 12 hours per day in school-related 
activities. On weekends, many hours are 
often spent grading papers and making 
lesson plans. In summer many teachers 
go back to school at their own expense 
or use at least part of the time 
organizing materials and study units 
for the next school year. Very few 
teachers could expect to find seasonal 
work which would provide a decent 
wage during the summer months. I am 
very happy to be able to work for the 
Lompoc Unified School District, but if 
you would like to hire me this summer. 
I will be available, since my employer 
will be laying me off this June until 
business picks up again in the fall

1 would like to comment on the letter 
concerning the proposed Exxon facility 
which appeared in the Monday, May 5, 
Record. It is too bad that Mr McGray, 
the 
w riter, 
chose 
this 
way 
to 
demonstrate his ignorance of the issues 
and technical matters of Proposition A, 
particularly, if he is the Mr. McGray 
who uses so many petroleum products in 
his paving business. 
Mr. McGray was correct in pointing 
out that the Exxon Las Flores Canyon 
project is a foot-in-the-door for the other 
energy company projects he cited; 
indeed, we expect many more to follow 
close behind if Exxon has its way on the 
matter, but I wonder if we want to invite 
these huge companies into our beautiful, 
mostly unspoiled county, allowing them 
to wreak esthetic and environmental 
. changes many citizens wouldn't vote for 
— if they could look into the future. 
Thus, the Exxon project is a threat not 
so much by what it is, as by what it 
promised: the transformation of the 
North County coastline into a strip of 
petrochemical refineries and power 
plants, the destruction of priceless 
scenic beauty and natural refuge in the 
largest still undeveloped coastal region 
of Southern California. 
Early in his letter Mr. McGray tells us 
that the Exxon facility would help 
working people throughout the county, 
and that if they don’t vote for its 
construction, they’ll be struggling to 
survive 
on 
food 
s ta mps 
and 
unemployment 
benefits 
Certainly 
unemployment is a problem here, but 
Mr. McGray, like many, fails to realize 
that when a company builds a new plant 
(especially a highly sophisticated heavy 
industrial one), two things happen which 
often cancel out the potential of the new 
facility to lower the local unemployment 
figures. First, the company moves 
many of its own previously hired 
employes 
into 
the 
new 
operation, 
instead of hiring the local jobless, and 
second, unemployed job seekers from 
out of town hear about the new industry 
and swarm into the area, hoping for 
employment It is a fallacy to assert 
that bringing in the Exxon facility will 
also bring in more jobs for local people. 
Mr. McGray displayed his technical 
ignorance by contending that “ sulphur is 
not harmful.” His mother may well 
have given him sulphur in his molasses 
when he was a youth, but had she 
continually given him sulphur dioxide, 
which is produced by the burning of 
sulphur containing petroleum, he would 
not now be alive. As a m atter of fact, the

Air Pollution Control Department in the 
county is most insistent that businesses 
bum low sulphur fuel oil at a premium 
of approximately 20 per cent in price, 
because of the damage of sulphur 
dioxide pollution, which has the main 
factor in the air pollution that killed 
4,000 people in the London smog disaster 
of 1952. 
It would be far better if Mr. McGray 
would spend more of his time promoting 
conversion of the garbage he mentions 
which is dumped into Corral Canyon 
(near the site of the proposed Exxon 
operation) into useful energy, and less 
time propagandizing for Exxon, which 
needs no help in achieving its self- 
serving goals.

Senate Bill 204 will accomplish the 
expansion of alcoholic programs within 
the state without increased taxes by 
putting a small excise tax on alcohol 
beverage. I support SB 204 and I hope 
you will too.

More than one and a quarter million 
college graduates are expected to don 
cap and gown soon, an all-time high. And 
while the job market may not be at an 
all-time low, the Class of ’75 is going to 
find employment offers down by at least 
four per cent from last year. This word 
comes from a poll taken by the College 
Placement Council. 
What makes the pic­ 
ture even 
less en­ 
couraging is the fact 
that nearly 60 per cent 
of this year’s crop of 
graduates 
will 
be 
liberal arts majors, a 
group with the worst 
job 
p r o s p e c t s . 
Although the current 
recession is aggrava­ 
ting the problem for 
all graduates, liberal 
arts 
students 
have 
been experiencing a 
decrease in job offers 
for the past five years. 
Three-fourths of the employers who 
responded to a CPC survey said they 
filled less than 10 per cent of their 
college hires from liberal arts ranks. By 
contrast, students with engineering and 
business 
training 
are 
still 
being 
recruited. Even though the number of 
job offers 
for engineers has also 
dropped, these grads will find jobs 
waiting for them, particularly in the 
energy field. 


Nobody recommends shifting liberal 
arts students into engineering or turning 
liberal arts colleges into trade schools. 
But 
with 
better 
career 
planning, 
counseling and placement services, 
improvements can be made, says the 
CPC. 


“What must be found are the means to 
make liberal arts graduates more 
competitive in the employment market, 
particularly in reference to entry-level 


positions,” says Dr. Alva C. Cooper, 
chairman of the CPC study and a former 
president of the council. 
For example, students need to be 
given a broader choice of minors and 
electives and must begin their career 
planning early, 
no later than the 
sophomore year. Employers need to be 
encouraged 
to 
launch 
innovative 
programs involving such things as 
internships, 
part-time 
work 
and 
vacation jobs. 
Finally, the federal government can 
help by providing better statistics on job 
trends and, since the hard-pressed 
colleges have little money to spare, by 
providing for career counseling at the 
four-year level. 
The College Placement Council has 
scheduled 
a 
national 
meeting 
in 
Washington this month to examine the 
whole question of higher education and 
careers and will submit its views and 
recommendations to Congress.
